The War Bill 


T 


HE mark is still falling. On Monday it ran 


down to about one-forty-thousandth of its 


pre-war normal value. German workers,-whose 
pay never gets much more than inside hailing j 
distance of the rise of prices due to the falling j 
mark, are talking angrily of strikes. Econom- 
ists in the outside world say the German gov- 
ernment ought to collect taxes enpugh to pay 
its expenses instead of sending the mark lower 
jind lower by printing millions of paper marks 
every day. 


The result would be much the same as far 


as the German people are concerned. They are 
taxed heavily now, indirectly. The fall of the 
mark places an intolerable consumption tax on 
everything they must have to live. Also, it per- 
mits big business to escape to a large measure. 
Business capital is invested in lands, machin- 
ery and material, which does not deteriorate, 
and it pays its taxes with marks that are con- 
stantly worth less. In Germany the poor and 
the middle-classes are being taxed to the star- 
vation point while the owners of tangible prop- 
erty pay, practically, next to nothing. No won- 
der that there are rumors from time to time of 
n collapse of the German government. It. seems 
incredible that it could have lasted this long, 
vere it not that the Germans are more tract- 
able than most peoples. 


Contrast the German mark with the Brit- 


ish pound, now almost at par after a stiff climb 
j'rom the days immediately after the war. You 
ret an inkling of how the pound has been kept 
10 its standard by dispatches such as one from 
^Manchester, published in this paper recently, 
in which it was noted that, the city council had 
just approved a tax-rate of twelve shillings in 
the pound on local property—a sixty per cent 
tax on rentals. That is in addition to the gov- 
ernment income tax. which runs as high as fif- 
teen shillings in the pound on large incomes. 
No weakness there! 
But much hardship for 


the taxpayer. 


That is the result of war. All over Europe 


people are being skinned to the quick to pay 
ior the war, either by depreciation of currency 
v. hich eats up their savings and everything they 
possess, or by crushing taxation which keeps 
••-.a currency at par but cripples the individual 
l.ardly less. 


Another advertiser tells applicants to en- 


As a special 
inducement, to ensure his having a wide selec- 
tion, he promises: $50 gold slug for best letter, 
$20 gold for the next and $10 for third. This 
businesslike gent hails from Nevada. Few of 
the male advertisers seem to think they are 
exceptionally handsome.

Only one in 20 
publishes his picture. Curiously enough, most 
of these lonesome males announce that they 
are broad-minded, generous disposition, or 
"deep thinker"—whatever that means.
